ROM two widely different speakers in this city recently 

came statements that greatly emphasized the importance 

of personal testimony to the experience of conversion on 
the part of Christian people. The first speaker was a business 
man who said in a meeting in the chapel of Christ's Mission that 
his mother had been a Protestant, but that for several years he 
had gone to no church “because various pastors had given him to 
understand that he could not be a Christian unless he subscribed 
to their particular creeds.” Now, however, that he had found 
this was not the case, he intended to attend the services at the 
Mission and help on the work. The other speaker was Father 
Elliott, of the Paulist order, who in the course of a sermon 
delivered during the recent Jubilee, said of Father Hecker, the 
founder of the Paulists, that before joining the Church of Rome 
he had visited many Protestant pastors in search of “\God,” or 
at least of a religion that would satisfy his seeking soul. If one 
of those pastors had explained to him that true religion is found 
in the right relation of the individual soul to God, without regard 
to creeds or organizations, and had set forth the simplicity of the 
Gospel in responding to the Saviour’s gracious invitation, how 
different might have been the life-work of that man and its 
results! Instead of spending his years in trying to lead Protes 
tants out of the light and liberty of the Gospel into the darkness 


and bondage of Rome, he might have been a preacher of the 


Gospel, and the spiritual emancipator of thousands from the 
bondage of sin and Satan. 
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Useless Prayers for Return of ‘** Lost’’ Catholics to Popery 


The Catholic News still prints requests for prayer that 
Catholics who have left the Church may be brought back 
to it again. We recently read these: “that the reader may 
win the love of certain young man and be married to same 
soon.” If granted she will have twenty-five masses offered in 
honor of the Sacred Heart of Jesus, and the Immaculate Heart 
of Mary, other masses in honor of the Immaculate Conception 
and St. Anthony and two for the suffering souls in purgatory. 
The rosary daily and a prayer every day for a year will also be 
said in thanksgiving; “that man’s prejudice to the faith he has 
abandoned may be removed and that he may repent; that son 
may give up secret society; for the return of brother-in- 
law to religious duties; return of two brothers to the practice 
of their religion; that brother may be more faithful to his re- 
ligious duties, that he may bring up his child in the faith, and 
that his wife may be converted; that another brother may not 
marry outside the Church; also that two brothers may, 
make their Easter duty this year, and may attend mass regu- 
larly; that one may stop cursing and eating meat on Friday.” 


Home Rule for Ireland Means Rome Rule 


The English Churchman said in a recent issue that if ever 
Home Rule for Ireland is obtained with the consent of the 
Pope’s representatives in Great Britain, “it will be because they 
believe the measure will help ‘the Church’ much more in Great 
Britain even than in Ireland. The London Catholic Times, 
which boasts itself the organ of the (Roman) Catholic Church, 
set forth recently that the Home Rule question alone now 
hinders ‘the formation of a purely Catholic party in Great 
Britain.” And so it pleads that all Roman Catholics should 
work together to end the Union. Its argument is summed up 
thus: ‘Give Home Rule, and then we shall have a strong united 
Ultramontane party like that in Germany, holding the balance 
between the other parties, extorting concessions from Govern- 
ments that cannot live without our support, pushing the inter- 
ests of our religion in all directions, making the most of Prot- 
estant divisions, dipping our fingers into the national purse.’ ” 
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A High Tribute to Mayor Gaynor 

As Mayor Gaynor was about to sail for Europe on his vaca- 
tion, August 9, a cowardly attempt to assassinate him was made 
by James J. Gallagher, who fired a revolver at him from behind. 
Fortunately the bullet did not inflict even serious injury, and the 
Mayor appears to be now well on the way to recovery. On the 
morning after the shooting, the New York Sum said, at the head 
of its editorial columns :

Long 
after practically every Protestant denomination and sect has 
taken some sort of concerted official action with regard to the 
social and economic conditions by which we are all confronted, 
some prominent Roman Catholic clergymen have arrived at the 
conclusion that it would be well for them to “tag on behind,” 
and the New York Sun, August 8, 1910, announces a “national 
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conference of Catholic charities” to be held in Washington this 
month under the leadership of Monsignor William White of 
Brooklyn. Late as he is, however, he feels that he is faster 
than some of his friends, for he finds it necessary to justify “the 
introduction of the session on social reform into a charity con- 
ference,” because “conservative workers will no doubt look 
askance” at this innovation. Liberal-minded Catholics will doubt- 
less feel that even if their Church is behind other religious bodies 
in this matter, “better late than never”—even if there appears 
to be a measure of compulsion in the “tagging on” at all. 


The Glorious Twentieth of September 

The twentieth day of this month will be the fortieth anniversary 
of the entry of the Italian troops into Rome and the passing away 
of the Temporal Power of the Pope. Some little idea of the 
progress made by the Italian nation since its emancipation from 
Papal tyranny may be gathered from only a few figures taken at 
random. Imports from-the United States have risen from $6,474,- 
653 in 1870 to $58,509,595 in 1909; and the exports from Italy 
to the United States in the same period from $6,641,566 to $49,- 
287,894. Postal savings bank deposits rose from $50,000,000 in 
1870 to $290,808,886 in 1908. On page 335 will be found some of 
the addresses delivered at a great public meeting held in this city 
in January, 1871, in which many distinguished citizens voiced the 
sentiments of true Americanism with regard to the unification of 
Italy. inteennsets 
Norman Hapgood on Conditions in Spain 

Mr. Norman Hapgood, editor of Collier's Weekly, on his 
recent return from a trip through Spain, France, England, and 
Scotland, had this to say about Spain: 

“Industrial conditions are improving, but the wider the split 
between the Government and the Vatican becomes the more 
rapidly they will improve. New methods, both of business and 
agriculture, have been introduced, particularly in Southern Spain, 
and the country would forge ahead if it could shake off the in- 
fluence of the Clericals. But the Government has a tidy little 
fight on its hands in its efforts to do so. King Alfonso is a real 
progressive, and if he could have his way his domains would no 
longer be priest-ridden. But the Queen-mother is a reactionary, 
and she wields a powerful influence.” , 
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Portugal Following France and Spain to Liberty 

Portugal is also showing a determination to maintain its rights 
against the tyranny of Rome. A few weeks ago the Official Jour- 
nal of Lisbon published a royal decree censuring the Archbishop 
of Braga for receiving and promulgating an order from the Vati- 
can calling upon him to suppress a review published by the Fran- 
ciscans. The decree stated that the Government of Portugal “in- 
tends always to safeguard the prerogatives of the Crown,” and 
reminds all the Papal representatives in the country that “it is il- 
legal to execute decisions which have not previously been sub- 
mitted to and accepted by the Government in accordance with the 
law of the land.” 


Decline of the Priesthood in France 

The Paris Eclair has been investigating the diminution in the 
number of recruits for the Roman Catholic priesthood in France. 
The results of inquiries made of the “larger” or full seminaries, 
and the smaller or episcopal preparatory schools, show that the 
attendance as compared with that of ten years ago, has every- 
where fallen off. Among the larger institutions not one reports 
an increase, and the decrease is only small at Paris, Cambrai, Ar- 
ras, Amiens and Mende. In Bourges and Besancon the retrogres- 
sion in enrollment has reached 25 per cent. and more; in Dijon, 
Rheims, Orleans, Beauvais, Airé and several other schools it 
has been 33 per cent. and more; in Limoges, Angouléme, Rouen, 
Bordeaux, Tarbes and other schools, as high as 50 per cent. Albi 
has lost two-thirds of its students; Montauban has decreased 
from 100 to 30 seminarians; St. Dié from 130 to 49; Agen from 
120 to 38; Rodez from 430 to 210; Autun from 120 to 53; Frejus 
from 80 to 20. These are all “large” seminaries ; but the “smaller” 
report a similar condition.

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Anti-Clericalism in Cuba 


The tide of anti-clericalism continues to rise in nearly all the 
so-called “Catholic” countries, and is now making itself manifest 
in Cuba. A very significant editorial, entitled “Lose No Time,” 
recently — in the Havana El] Mundo. The writer said: 


A representative, member of the Liberal majority, desires that 
the Cakes ( “ongress at once discuss a bill designed to oppose a 
barrier to the growth of religious communities (friars and nuns, 
of course) coming from foreign countries. 

Liberalism in Cuba, as in France, Spain, Spanish America, 
Belgium and Italy, looks askance at the religious communities 
engaged in education. Friars are not popular in Latin coun- 
tries; the antipathy which they inspire is traditional. Spanish 
Liberals have been working against them since the first half of 
the last century, when the great premier, Mendizabal, attacked 
them with great energy. In France the dislike which the com- 
munities of friars provoke is terrible. A learned man, Louis 
Blanc, in a celebrated discourse which has often been quoted 
throughout Europe, said: “The great crime of poisoning the 
public fountains, of which the Jews of the Middle Ages were 
accused, has been indeed committed by the friars with reference 
to the fountains of the human spirit.

resentatives. Certain religious teaching orders, expelled from 
France, have come to Cuba and have established schools which 
are prospering. It is not difficult to understand why these 
religious communities dedicated to teaching prosper. In the 
first place, through the immense force, the prodigious power of 
association, of social organization, of co-operation. “All for 
one, and one for all.” In this formidable moral principle lies 
the enormous force of Catholic communities. Then, in the 
second place, their colleges are well organized. They install 
them in ample edifices, with expert professors, and with good 
equipment. In these conditions it is difficult to compete with 
their schools. 


It would be a good thing if the alarm felt by Cuba, after the 
example of France and other Catholic nations, at the spread of 
monastic institutions could extend to this country. 
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Papal Approval for Knights of Columbus 

The Knights of Columbus, a Roman Catholic secret society, 
whose ritual is modeled after that of the Freemasons, recently 
held a large meeting in Washington, D. C., which was at- 
tended by Archbishop Falconio, the Papal Delegate, who 
bestowed the Pope’s blessing on the order. That was the 
first time this Papal political society ever obtained any recog- 
nition from Rome. The Knights (said to number 300,000 
in all) were reminded of the woes of the Catholic University 
at Washington, D. C., in the most practical manner possible— 
by the receipt of a demand from the hierarchy of a contribu- 
tion of two dollars each, with a few additional dollars to 
make up $500,000. 

This demand upon the Knights of Columbus in this coun- 
try and Canada for money with which to put the unlucky 
Catholic University at Washington on its feet, recalls the 
fact that the two ladies who practically created that institu- 
tion have not only left the Roman Church, but have, in dif- 
ferent ways, publicly denounced the Papal system. 

These ladies were wealthy and highly accomplished mem- 
bers of an old Protestant family in Kentucky, but in their 
youth they were led into the Roman Church, and in earlier 
years they gave large sums of money to the Church. Among 
their donations was the gift that made possible the found- 
ing of the Catholic University at Washington. 

In 1904, the elder sister, the Marquise des Monstiers-Merin- 
ville, created a great sensation on two continents when she 
publicly declared, from a hotel in the Italian capital, that 
she threw off “the yoke of Rome.” Her sister, the Baroness 
Von Zedtwitz, took a quieter, but probably even more ef- 
fective method of making known her abandonment of the 
superstitions of Roman Catholicism by writing a book, the 
circulation of which has steadily increased ever since its 
publication in 1906. This volume is entitled “The Double 
Doctrine of the Church of Rome.” 

The Roman hierarchy in New York State have created an- 
other adjunct to their machine for meddling in politics for 
the benefit of their Church, by the incorporation of the Fed- 
eration of Italian Societies of the United States. Among 
the directors are Messrs. Vito Contessa, James E. March, 
Giuseppe Francollini and Rocco M. Morasco, prominent 
politicians of this city.—Italian Knights of Columbus. 
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Rome’s Perversion of Biblical Doctrine 


AN ADDRESS DELIVERED AT THE SERVICES IN CHRIST’S MISSION, 
NEW YORK, SUNDAY, JUNE IQ, IQIO, BY REV. JOSEPH 
SANDERSON, D.D., LL.D. 


T would take many lectures to enumerate, expose and 

correct the errors with which the Romish Church is 

chargeable, and to enumerate the sins with which that 
system is deeply stained; but for the present I must confine 
myself to the delineation of the sin she commits in her per- 
version of the Biblical doctrine of the First Person of the 
Holy Trinity—even our Father in Heaven, and the Father of 
our Lord and Saviour Jesus Christ. 

In my book, “The Story of St. Patrick,” it is stated that on 
one occasion when St. Patrick was preaching in County Meath 
in Ireland and trying to explain the doctrine of the Trinity 
the audience was sorely puzzled at his statements. “How,” 
said one of their chiefs, “can there be three in one?” 

Patrick in reply, showing the readiness with which he could 
seize upon some simple object to illustrate his subject, picked 
up at his feet a three-leaved shamrock, and, holding it up 
before the people, “Behold,” said he, “three, and yet one. 
Behold in this trifoliate leaf how the three persons in the 
Godhead can exist and yet be one.” 

The illustration was so beautiful and so forcible that the 
chief immediately renounced his idolatrous belief, accepted 
the Christian faith and was baptized; and his clan followed 
his example, as was the fashion in those days. 

The doctrine of the. Trinity stands out before us in St. 
Patrick’s writings as the forefront of his faith. He taught 
the Unity in Trinity and won the Irish people from poly- 
theism, idolatry and druidical superstition. He taught the 
Trinity in Unity and unfolded the great cardinal doctrines of 
grace—the Father’s love, the Son’s sacrifice and the Spirit’s 
regenerating work. This rich cluster of Scriptural truths 
formed the groundwork of his creed. But many errors have 
crept into the creed of the Roman Catholic inhabitants of the 
Emerald Isle and of other lands since St. Patrick illustrated 
the Trinity by the shamrock in his hand. For that prime faith 
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has not escaped the perversion which Rome makes of many 
Biblical doctrines. 

We can only consider at present Rome’s misrepresentation 
of the First Person of the Godhead, even God our Father, and 
the Father of our Lord and Saviour Jesus Christ. One of the 
most prominent characteristics of the Church of Rome is that 
she has lost all true apprehension of God as “our Father in 
Heaven,” that endearing phrase in the use of which the 
Saviour taught His disciples to begin their prayers to God. 
She may repeat a thousand “pater nosters’” with the lip; but 
the beloved phrase “Our Father” is altogether a stranger to 
her heart, and yet a greater stranger to her system as practiced, 
for Rome holds, not in theory but in the practical development 
of her creed, that God is an angry, austere and almost im- 
placable Being who needs to be conciliated or appeased, not 
only by the perfect and unrepeatable sacrifice of His Son upon 
the Cross on Calvary, but also by the so-called bloodless sacri- 
fice of Jesus upon her altars in her daily Mass, and by the 


sufferings by penance prescribed bv her priests for the peni- 


tents in their congregations. And aiter the penitents have 
done all that they can do to propitiate this almost implacable 
God of Rome, lest these poor people should escape the least 
tittle or iota of punishment, they are sent after death to a place 
called Purgatory, where the sins that God could not or would 
not forgive are supposed to be burned out with purgatorial fire. 

Surely such a notion of God is as opposite to the portraiture 
of God as He is revealed in the Bible as darkness is to light. 
The God of the Bible is one who loves the sinner, not because 
Christ died for him, but one who so loved the sinner that He 
gave Christ, His only begotten and well beloved Son, to die 
for him, as the expression and evidence of His love, and that 
He waits to be gracious to the sinner; that He requires 
nothing to be suffered by the sinner to appease His anger, 
and nothing to be paid by any one to God on the sinner’s 
account in order that God may love him. 

The Bible revelation of God demonstrates that the only 
obstacle to the sinner’s instant pardon by God, and his instant 
peace with God, and his instant joy in God, is not in God, but 
wholly and exclusively in the sinner’s self. In other words, 
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each sinner should feel that he is invited by God in His Word 
to come personally to God at once, through Christ, and thus 
to see and find in God a Father. “For God was in Christ 
reconciling the world unto Himself, not imputing unto men 
their trespasses.” These trespasses were all laid upon Christ, 
and atoned for by Him, hence each sinner who comes to God 
through Christ is freed from sin and welcomed by God. 

But in the Church of Rome the sinner is taught-to keep at a 
distance from God; to wait and do penance at this stage of his 
life; to implore a so-called canonized “saint” to help him at 
another stage; to bribe a priest to offer a Mass for him here, 
and another priest to offer a Mass for him there; to buy or 
earn if he can (in some way) an indulgence at Rome; and 
when he has paid all and sacrificed all, he must after all 
descend to a realm where it depends on the mercy of the 
priest on earth, and not upon the mercy of God in Heaven, 
how long he must be tortured in flame till he is made fit for 
Heaven and God consents to receive him: 

Surely this is not the way of salvation as revealed in the 

by God, “our Father in Heaven.” That revelation

vou.” But the prodigal knew better than to follow such 
advice, if it had been given him. He depended on the love he 


knew was in his father’s heart for each and every penitent, and 


he pursued his way homeward, and having arrived, he flung 
himself into his father’s bosom, and said, “Father, I have 


inned against Heaven and in thy sight, and am no more 
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worthy to be called thy son.” Here is the full confession of 
his penitence, and the father instantly bade him welcome. 
But these are not all the facts which must be told to show 
love of that father for his prodigal son. 
The father had been anxious about that son from the very 
1oment of his departure from his home. He had hoped he 
would return home, and in his anxiety he went up to the 
tower on his flat-roofed house to scan the horizon, to see if 
ould discern any trace of his son returning, for it is said in 
> parable, “he saw him a great way off.” The father saw, as it 
‘re, at first a speck in the distance; he saw it increasing and 
enlarging: and at last he exclaimed, “It is like the walk, the 
gait, the movements of my son!” And as the sun shone 
brighter, and the features of the poor prodigal became more 
more developed, he was convinced it was his son, and he 


ran and met him, fell on his neck and kissed him, welcomed

So there is not one sinner upon this earth who may not at 


ce say, “I will arise and go to my Father and confess to Him 


y sins,” and who will not receive from that Father a loving 


velcome home. And until you, my brother or sister, if you 


ire yet a sinner away from God, realize the blessed idea of the 


Fatherhood of God, begin your prayers with “Our Father in 
Heaven,” and take that idea with you through life, you will 
never know what perfect peace is. But this will enable you 
say, “I will trust and not be afraid, for God so loved me 
as to give His well beloved and only begotten Son to die for 
me, that I might have a Saviour. Surely, then, I ought to 
arise and go to my Father and confess to Him my sins.” 

Let us never forget that God sustains His fatherly relation 
to us by a wonderful bond. We are indebted to God not only 
for life, but for likeness to God—likeness to God in knowledge, 
righteousness and holiness. God did not make man as He 
made many other things, to shine, to bless and to do good; but 


atter all to die and become extinct. He breathed into man a 
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living soul. He made man a partaker of His own nature. He 
traced upon man’s mental constitution the resembling char- 
acteristics of His own Divinity. He united man with the 
heavenly,.the immortal and the unseen. 

True, these marks by reason of sin have almost disappeared. 
What was once a likeness to God is now nothing more than 
a defaced and faded picture. But our Heavenly Father has 
promised (if he will) to restore this injured work, and to endow 
it anew with beauty and with holiness. It is perhaps because of 
this purpose of God, and to give us time and opportunity to act in 
accordance with it, that God permits us still to call Him “Father,” 
and allows us still to retain the title of children. 

The righteousness of the child is gone, as was that of the 
prodigal when he was away in the far country, but the love 
and compassion of the Father still remain as warm and un- 
diminished as before. Therefore, the prophet Isaiah’s lan- 
guage is, “We are all as an unclean thing, and all our righteous- 
nesses are as filthy rags, and we all do fade as a leaf, but still, 
O Lord, Thou art our Father. We are the clay and Thou our 
potter, and we are all the work of Thy hands.” In this view 
we call God “Father” in our prayers. But the title “Father” 
on our lips, when we are addressing God, has no meaning and 
is a hypocritical farce unless we cordially acknowledge His 
continued love and compassion toward us and our desire for 
restored communion and friendship with Him by the influence 
of the Holy Spirit upon our hearts. ; 

Oh, how the fatherly character of God shines out in all its 
plenitude, grace and tenderness in permitting us thus to 
address Him as Father! Our very nature yearns for a father 
to look to, and love and trust—a father to run to in danger, to 
take counsel with in doubts, to listen to us when no other 
friend will, and to help us, when no other friend can. We 
cannot bear to think in our best and soberest moments that 
God should be indifferent to us, as if we belonged to some 
stranger or were the children of an alien race. We would fain 
feel that God loves us still, although we have wandered from 
His home and from His table, and have gone away among His 
enemies to feed upon husks, and that He would make us His 
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own children indeed by adoption and grace. And we may feel 
this truly in Christ Jesus, for we are all made children of God 
indeed by Him who taught us to call God “Father” in our 
prayers. For “Ye are all the children of God,” says the apostle 
Paul, “by faith in Christ Jesus.” Gal. iii, 26. To whatever 
church, therefore, you belong, always remember this, that your 
Spiritual pedigree is easily traced. Here it is: Faith makes 
each one of us Christ’s; being Christ’s makes us sons and 
daughters; and being sons and daughters makes us heirs of 
God. 

And let us take heed that we never esteem it to be a light 
thing for any one of us to be called a son or daughter of 
Heaven’s King. To have the Lord of Heaven acknowledging 
His relationship to us; and that the palaces of Heaven are pre- 
pared for us; and the angels of Heaven are guarding us, and the 
inheritance of Heaven awaiting us. Yet all this, and infinitely 
more, is included, if through the Spirit you can look up to God in 
your prayer and say “Our Father.” 


Therefore, at whatever shrine you may have worshiped 


up till now, consider well and meditate upon these words of 
Paul, addressed in his second letter to the Corinthians: ‘What 
communion hath light with darkness, and what agreement 
hath the temple of God with idols? For ye are the temple of 
the living God; as God hath said, I will dwell in them and 
walk in them, and I will be their God, and they shall be my 
people. Wherefore, come out from among them, and be 
separate, and touch not the unclean thing, and I will receive 
you; and will be a Father unto you, and ye shall be my sons 
and daughters, saith the Lord Almighty.”

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Pope Leo XIII Afraid of Protestantism 


The Vatican opposition to Protestant missionary work in 
Rome is not a new thing. From the day of the fall of the 
temporal power in 1870, when the Italian army, led by the 
Garibaldian troops, entered Rome and proclaimed Victor Em- 
manuel King of United Italy, exclamations of anger, loud and 
deep, and thunderous excommunications have been hurled at 
the Protestants, who, whether animated by love of liberty or 
religious or political zeal, were all classed as the enemies of 
the Papacy. Even thirty vears after the occupation of Rome 
by the King of Italy and the opening of Protestant churches 
and schools, Leo XIII, the “diplomatic and liberal Pope,” as 
he was called, issued a fulmination against the Protestants, 
which was scarcely less vituperative in language than the 
recent denunciations of the Methodists by Cardinal Merry del 
Val and Archbishop Ireland. Pope Leo, who died in 1903, 
included all Protestants in his accusations. The Methodists 
must have done a great work in Rome in the last ten years 
to be singled out by the present Pope as the chief offenders 
against his “dignity and supremacy,” and as the embodiment of 
the whole spirit of Protestant Christianity. The following is 
Pope Leo’s denunciation: 


POPE LEO’S LETTER TO CARDINAL RESPIGHI 


My Lord Cardinal: —At the beginning of our Pontificate 
we indicated as one of the most deplorable losses that the new 
order of things brought to this capital of the Catholic world, 
the active proselvtism of heresy, and the great danger to 
which the people of our faith was exposed. By exhortations, 
counsels and warnings we put the faithful on their guard 
against the many attempts which sects of all kinds from 
foreign places were making here, even under the protection 
of the public laws, to spread the poison of negation and error 
among them. 

If, on the one hand, we obtained some good results, on the 
other hand we must confess that the audacity of the enemies of 
the Catholic religion being strengthened by the powerful aid re- 
ceived from outsiders, the evil, far from diminishing, has been 
increasing, especially in these latter times. It is necessary, 
then, my Lord Cardinal, to return to this painful and impor- 
tant subject which is so intimately connected with the rights 
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and duties of our Apostolic ministry and with the tender and 
paternal love we bear toward our Roman people. 

It is now well known to every one from the evidence of 
facts that the design conceived by heretical sects, the multi- 
form progeny of Protestantism, is to plant the standard of 
religious discord and rebellion in the Peninsula, and especially 
in this holy city, in which God Himself established the center 
of unity which the Popes jealously preserved in spite of the 
opposition of men and the vicissitudes of time. 

After having by means of hostile systems uprooted ancient 
and venerable tenets which formed part of the sacred deposit 
of revelation; after having infused into the minds of their 
followers the icy breath of doubt, division and disbelief, 
which we regret and deplore from the bottom of our heart, 
the sects referred to have entered this chosen vineyard of the 
Lord for the purpose of continuing their sad and destructive 
work. Being unable to rely upon the force of truth, in order 
to extinguish or at least repress the Catholic faith in souls, 
they take advantage of the defenselessness of those in tender 
years, of insufficient education, of the hardships caused by 
poverty, and of the simplicity of many accessible to tempta- 
tions, attractions and allurements. 

In face of this state of affairs we deem it necessary first of 
all to declare publicly, as we have already done on a former 
occasion, how trying is the condition to which the Head of the 
Church is subject, being compelled to observe the free and 
progressive development of heresy in this holy city, from 
which the light of truth and of example ought to diffuse itself 
throughout the world, and which ought also to be the respected 
seat of the Vicar of Jesus Christ. As the torrent of unsound 
doctrines and depravity poured forth daily with impunity from 
books, professorial chairs and journals was not enough to 
corrupt the mind and the heart of the people, there remained 
to be added to these causes of perversion the insidious work of 
heretical men who agree in one thing only: To insult the 
Supreme Pontifical teaching, the Catholic clergy, and the 
dogmas of our holy religion, of which they do not understand 
the beauty. Thus it is that the faithful who crowd to Rome 
in pilgrimages from all regions are profoundly saddened by 
seeing this soil, which has been watered by the blood of the 
martyrs, invaded by sects of every kind, solely intent on 
depriving the people of that religion which has even been 
declared the religion of the State. 

Let all then consider it a duty to strengthen the character 
of the Catholic people, and warn the careless that under the 
harmless appearances of boarding-houses for youth, of educa- 
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tional institutions for children, of schools for foreign lan- 
guages, for improved education and for helping indigent fam- 
ilies, lies concealed the wicked design of instilling into people’s 
minds and hearts the objectionable maxims of heresy. Let all 
the faithful be penetrated by this truth, that nothing can be 
greater or more precious than that treasure, the faith which 
the Church of Rome possesses as the only true Church, the 
only one which has received the promises of eternal life. 

The Vatican, August 19, 1910. Leo XIII, Pope. 

A METHODIST BISHOP’S VIGOROUS RETORT 

The Protestants in Rome paid no attention to Leo’s denun- 
ciation, but went on with their work of Christian service in 
ministering to the spiritual, intellectual, moral and physical 
needs of the Italian people, and God has blessed them. 

Americans had no conception of the magnitude of the Prot- 
estant work in Rome until it was advertised by the Pope, 
Merry del Val and Archbishop Ireland. The language of the 
last named was so provocative and denunciatory of the Meth- 
odists that it brought forth a vigorous reply from Bishop 
McIntyre, of the Methodist Episcopal Church, whose resi- 
dence is in St. Paul, Minn., where Archbishop Ireland also 
lives. Bishop McIntyre was in Saratoga, N. Y., on official 
business connected with his Church when he read Ireland’s 
vituperative attack on April 5, and on the same day he sent 
the following despatch to the St. Paul papers: 

“A telegram from my home city shows that Archbishop 
Ireland has again attacked the Methodist Episcopal Church 
and dragged it into the Roosevelt episode in Rome. 

“He calls my people vile, dishonest and calumnious. I bore 
the Fairbanks slander from him without reply, but my patience 
is now exhausted. I hereby brand John Ireland as a double- 


tongued falsifier of God’s people, a cowardly accuser of men 
better than himself. 


“T challenge him to debate the question in American fashion 
in the open forum when I reach St. Paul. Ireland seems to 
fear Methodism, and with good reason; it stands for justice, 
liberty, brotherliness and equal Gospel privileges to all.” 

Such a reply effectually silenced John Ireland. He dare not 
accept Bishop MclIntyre’s challenge to a public debate. He 
will be quieter and more careful in language in future. He 
needed such a dressing down as the good Methodist Bishop 
gave him. 
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PROTESTANT WORK FOR ITALIANS 


BY REV. PROFESSOR GIORGIO BARTOLI (Concluded) 

“Therefore the much-boasted doctrinal unity of the 
Roman Church consists in mere verbal unity, whereby 
the members of that communion are forced by supreme 
authority to use a certain formula to express a certain 
revealed truth to the exclusion of all others. But, as that 
vord in the formula can be interpreted in different way- 
according to different theological and philosophical sys- 
tems, all agreement finally is an agreement on a word, 
not on an idea. There is, therefore, no doctrinal! 
unity, but unity of words, a consent on formulas brought 
about by authority, nothing else. The truly revealed 
articles of faith were consigned to Scripture, and stand 
there immutable for ever and ever. Even Cardinal New 
1an took the same view when he wrote: 

“‘It is true that, so far as such statements of Scrip 
ure (“the Word became flesh”) are mysterious, they ar 
relatively to us but words and cannot be developed ° 

“They can be believed, they cannot be explained. They 
are the objects of faith, not of science. They can be ex 
iressed in other words, more clear, vet equivalent; the) 
‘annot be wedded to any philosophical system. They r¢ 
fuse to enter partnership with pure human thought, bé 
‘ause they are divine; they cannot be verified, becaus¢ 


they are over and above all human. experience. They 


form the object of revelation, not of human ingenuity 
They are the foundation of a supernatural religion be 
‘atse they came down from heaven. They are the com 

on heritage of all Churches, because God the Word left 
them to all.” 


You will excuse this long quotation from my book. 
but your sarcastic remark on “the City of Confusion” 
called it forth. After all, the Roman Catholic Church is 
not the City of Concord; or rather, there is concord and 
peace in the Roman Catholic intellectual city, but it 1s 
the concord and peace of the graveyard, the concord and 
peace of the slaughter house after all life has been de- 
stroyed. “Peace reigns in Warsaw.” The dead sleep 
in peace. The dead have all the same opinion. The dead 
are very submissive to authority. The dead do not demur 
at being intellectually suppressed. As for myself I pre-

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fer the buzz, the throng, the clatter, the motion and the 
unavoidable confusion of life, to the stillness and con- 
cord of death. If you are a true American, you should 
share in my view, because America is the home of 
energy, of activity, and of life. 

This might suffice to clear the Presbyterians from the 
imputation of rationalism; but as I do not wish to be mis- 
understood, I shall add here that I am a firm believer in 
the Bible as containing God's message to men. I am no 
modernist, and entertain no sympathy for the Ritschlian 
Theology and for the higher-critic views about the Old 
and New Testaments. On the other hand, I stand up for 
liberty, unrestricted liberty, in the search for truth, and 
I am fully convinced that the Christianity of Jesus, when 
subjected to a fair and honest examination, has all to 
gain and nothing to lose. That which cannot stand the 
test of criticism or a severe scrutiny is not the Chris- 
tianity of the four Gospels, but the theological and highly 
elaborate explanations of the Christian mysteries, with 
which, in the course of time, some Churches have bur- 
dened the consciences of their devout followers. 

There are many other statements in your lecture that 
are either inaccurate or misleading. Your remarks on 
the “Motives of perverts” found on pp. 8 and 9 are of 
the latter order. Notwithstanding all the misrepresenta- 
tions with which your lecture abounds you do not dare to 
directly accuse the Presbyterians of buying converts by 
gifts of food and clothing, but you seek to charge 
them with this offense by insinuation and innuendo. It 
is with pleasure, therefore, Very Rev. Sir, that I am able 
to inform you that your insinuations are baseless, your 
innuendos without foundation of fact. Rev. Arnaldo 
Stasio, pastor of the First Italian Presbyterian Church, 
believing that those who are induced to become converts 
through material and unworthy motives are valueless, 
has from the very beginning of his work in this city re- 
fused absolutely to permit the giving of material aid by 
the Mission; and this is the general rule in all the mis- 
sions for Italians. Every missionary knows that almost 
without exception the applications for material aid, 
whether deserving or otherwise, come from members of 
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the Roman Catholic Church. When these are asked w! 
they do not go to the priests of their own Church, the: 
invariable reply is that they can get no help from the 
priests. 

Again, you state that the Presbyterians in order to 
allure Roman Catholic Italians into Presbyterianism, 
built churches for the Italians and had them surmounted 
by the cross, which is abhorrent to Presbyterians. N« 
you ought to know that if Presbyterians, at the time of 
John Knox, refused to decorate their churches with th 
cross, it was not because the cross as a symbol was ab- 
horrent to them, but because they thereby protested 
against the paganism of their Roman Catholic brethren 
But the times of John Knox are long gone by: and now 
the absence of the cross from Presbyterian churches 
a mere mark of distinction from Episcopal or «th 
churches, not a protest against a harmless symbol 
Divine thing. As to your assertion that pictures 
Madonna were distributed and devotion held in honor 
of the blessed Virgin during the month of May. it is abs 
lutely untrue, and you have been misinformed of the fact

its scripturalness, its thoroughness and its high stand- 
ards. Your accusations are groundless and can only 


react upon yourself and your ever losing cause. I should 
also suppose that before casting stones at the Ministry 
of other Churches, you would look at home and be pru- 
dent and guarded in your words! 

The worst priests in the Roman Catholic Church are 
not those who leave it from spiritual motives, but those 
who continue in it, although unbelievers at heart, be- 
cause of their daily bread, and for baser motives still. 
I have known a good many such priests in Italy, and my 
private investigations have brought the conviction to my 
mind that large numbers of them are to be found in every 
Roman Catholic country, and that they are not wanting 
even in the United States. I will say no more about this 
painful subject and bring my letter to a close. 

The Presbyterians endeavor to convert the Roman 
Catholic Italians. You resent this fact, and at the same 
time you do all in your power to convert the Presbyte- 
rians. The Roman Church wants to monopolize relig- 
ion: we are for open and honest competition. There are 
housands and thousands of Italians, of whom no one 
akes care. They are alienated from the Roman Church 
vecause they have not been blessed, either spiritually or 
naterially, by its ministry. The heroic struggle for civil 
liberty and for United Italy of the last century met with 
constant opposition from the whole Roman ecclesiastical 
body. from the Pope down; and this opposition created 
a spirit of antagonism to all religion. When you shall 
have provided real religious instruction and sound Chris- 
tian doctrine for the Italians who have come to his coun- 
try. you can then complain if the Presbyterians allure 
them from your churches and your schools. For the pres- 
ent, religious freedom must be assured to your Italian 
fellow-citizens. There is no help. America is not Italy 
or Spain. You cannot carry into effect the fanatical and 
iniquitous laws of the Roman Church against heretics. 
America is a free country, well adapted for a free relig- 
ion such as the Religion of Christ is.

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EUROPEAN NOTES 


By the Editor 
ROSSING the Atlant'c the first week in July, the prospect 
for the rest and change sought and desired after a most 
arduous year’s labor, was inspiring. With faith in God's 
providential care for all who place their trust in Him, and a firm 
resolve to give nature a chance for the restoration of health and 
strength, the voyage across the ocean afforded an opportune 
means of accomplishing the desired result. 

The Sunday service on board the Ryndam, of the Holland- 
America Line, was conducted by the Rev. Frank Upham, pastor 
of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South Norwalk, Conn., a son 
of the late Rev. Dr. Upham, the distinguished professor of Drew 
Theological Seminary, Madison, N. J. Dr. Upham, who is also 
the president of the New York Preachers’ Meeting for this year 
courteously invited me to take part in the service, but as I had 
resolved to give the tongue as well as the brain a rest during 
my vacation, and the friends who had sent me abroad had earnestly 
counseled me to this effect, I sat among the large audience and 
listened to an excellent sermon. Among the passengers was the 
venerable Judge George C. Reynolds, the great lawyer of Brook- 
lyn, N. Y., who was taking his second trip to Europe. Judge 
Reynolds, who has been a leader of the Bar in Brooklyn for half 
a centuryand is a member of the Methodist Episcopal Church, is in 
his eighty-ninth year, with the mind as clear, alert and vigorous, 
and the body as erect as a man half his age. He uighly esteemed 
our great friend Chauncey Shaffer, the eminent New York 
lawyer, who was also a Methodist. On one occasion Mr. Shaf- 
fer told us that in the course of his practice, he had defended 
thirty-four persons who had been tried for murder, “and God 
forgive me,” said he, “I brought them all clear.” 

In his sermon, Dr. Upham quoted some aphorisms of the late 
Joseph Cook, the famous Boston lecturer, which were happily 
made applicable to all of us: 

MAN’S LIFE MEANS 
Tender teens; teachable twenties; tireless thirties; 
fiery forties; forcible fifties; serious sixties; sacred 


seventies; aching eighties; shortening breath; 
Death ; the sod ; God. 
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After ten days of good weather, with the exception of a rain 
storm in mid-ocean, during which there was no sickness on board 
and no incident worth recording, the steamer, after stopping at 
Boulogne, where passengers for France and England disembarked, 
and where I led the greeting to the French flag on the tender 
with a hearty “Vive la France, Vive la Republique,” and the 
ship’s band played the “Marseillaise,” reached Rotterdam in 
safety. There the passengers dispersed for all parts of Europe. 
On Sunday, July 14th, we attended the service of the Reformed 
Dutch Church at The Hague, which was conducted by the pastor 
of the Reformed Church in West Farms, New York, who had 
been appointed by the Classis of New York for the summer 
months. A schoolroom was the place of meeting and it was com- 
pletely filled by Americans of all denominations, many of whom 
had been our fellow passengers on the Ryndam. After a good 
sermon by the pastor, greetings were exchanged, and it was a 
great pleasure to meet the Rev. Dr. Arthur H. Allen, and his 
daughter Agnes, who have been in Europe for the last eighteen 
months. As noted in the August CoNveRTED CaTHo tic, Dr. Al- 
len’s wife was the daughter of the late Dr. Howard Crosby, and 
like the latter distinguished minister and citizen always mani- 
fested a deep interest in the work of Christ’s Mission and by per- 
sonal friendship, with his good and gracious mother and his be- 
loved sister Isabel, made the lives of the workers sweet in Chris- 
tian fellowship. The daughter Agnes has grown to be a young 
lady of fine culture, and is a great comfort to the father, whose 
health has been restored by his sojourn in Europe, and who is 
now zealous to go back to his work in the United States. 

At Rotterdam, which is a great commercial city, the most con- 
spicuous object in one of the pretty squares is a life-size statue 
of Erasmus with an open Bible in his hand. The monk Erasmus 
by his knowledge of the Bible contributed much to the work 
of the Reformation in the sixteenth century, but though he 
lashed his fellow monks with a caustic pen and by his great 
scholarship prepared the way for the development of the prin- 
ciples of the Reformation, he did not take his stand with Martin 
Luther. 

From Holland we proceeded to Belgium on our way to Switzer- 
land, and at Brussels I had a very pleasant interview with the 
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Rev. Kennedy Anet of the Free Church and Missionary Society 
of Belgium, who gave me much information regarding the re- 
ligious conditions of Belgium. The pastor, who is of Scotch 
descent on the maternal side received part of his education in 
Edinburgh. He is an alert, learned, zealous missionary pastor, 
and editor-in-chief of the Chrétien Belge, a Protestant Evangeli- 
cal Review. He said he was an earnest reader and admirer of 
THE CONVERTED CATHOLIC, from which he received much valu- 
able information and whose articles he frequently translated for 
* his review, 

On our way to Switzerland we made the trip up the Rhine, and 
stopped at Godesberg, under the shadow of the seven mountains, 
the highest of which is the Drachenfels, famed in legend, song 
and story. The guide-books quote the words of the English 
poet, Lord Byron: 


The castled crag of Drachenfels 
Frowns o’er the wide and winding Rhine, 
Whose heart of waters broadly swells 
Between the banks which bear the vine, 
And hills all rich with blossom’d trees, 
And fields which promise corn and wine, 
And scatter’d cities crowning these, 
Whose far white walls along them shine, 
Have strew’d a scene which I should see 
With double joy wert thou with me. 


The river nobly foams and flows, 
The charm of this enchanted ground 
And all its thousand turns disclose 
Some fresher beauty varying round: 
The haughtiest breast its wish might bound 
Through life to dwell delighted here; 
Nor could on earth a spot be found 
To nature and to me so dear, 
Could thy dear eyes in following mine 
Still sweeten more these banks of Rhine! 


Among the old castles on the Rhine, that of Godesberg, which 
is on the opposite side of the river from the Drachenfels and is, 
therefore, visited by few travelers, is a picturesque ruin. It 
dates from the eleventh century. History tells us that it was 
destroyed in 1553 in the struggle between Gebhard Truchsess 
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von Waldburg, the prince archbishop of Cologne who had ac- 
cepted the faith of the Reformation and became a champion of 
Protestantism, after the manner of Dr. Martin Luther, and had 
married, and the newly appointed archbishop, Ernest of Bavaria. 
The latter was defeated, but the castle, which was one of the 
largest in Germany, was not completely destroyed until the 
French invasion in 1794. Only the battlements remain, and a 
picturesque tower one hundred feet high beautifies the landscape. 
Time did not permit us to learn much about this famous arch- 
bishop of the Reformation, though his grave at the foot of the 
castle was pointed out to us. Some of our German-born readers 
in America might be able to supply us with a longer sketch of the 
life and achievements of this great man. 
AT LUCERNE—BISHOP BURT AND DR. TIPPLE 

One of the pleasant anticipations of my vacation in Europe 
was realized most unexpectedly when we reached Lucerne and on 
the day of our arrival saw the picture of the Rev. Dr. Bertram 
M. Tipple on a placard announcing the services of the American 
Methodist Episcopal Church in Lucerne during the summer 
months, to be conducted by Dr. Tipple. The placard was sur- 
mounted by an American flag, and as I took off my hat to salute 
it, two gentlemen who were passing laughed merrily and also 
removed their hats. As we read the notice that Dr. Tipple was 
to preach the following Sunday, I remarked to our men ac- 
quaintances that | felt like shouting Alleluia, Glory to God! 
30th gentlemen were Methodists from New Hampshire, one a 
minister and the other the principal of an academy in Tilton. 

The residence of Dr. Tipple in Lucerne was not given, but we 
were at the church, a fine building, early Sunday morning and 
meeting him before the service the greeting was most cordial. 
I introduced him to our New Hampshire friends as the pastor 
of the American Methodist Church in Rome, “who had not pre- 
sented ex-President Roosevelt to the Pope,” and who had de- 
clared that by his refusal to visit the Pope Colonel Roosevelt 
“had struck a blow for twentieth century Christianity.” 

A congregation of Americans of different denominations list- 
ened to an excellent sermon and most heartily joined in the old 
hymns, including “My Country, ‘Tis of Thee, Sweet Land of 
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Liberty.” Dr. Tipple courteously asked me to lead in prayer, 
but I said we came to worship God and praise the Lord under 
his leadership; “only please remember Spain and the mighty 
work going on there as well as in Italy.” This Pastor Tipple did 
in a most tender manner. 

After the service greetings were exchanged by all present, and 
Dr. Tipple said he was to sail for America on August 20th fora 
visit of two months. When I heard that announcement the 
thought came to me that if he would preach for us in Christ’s 
Mission in October I could prolong my vacation. After con- 
sulting as to his engagements he kindly said he would preach for 
us the second Sunday in October, which would be his last Sab- 
bath in America, as he would have to return to his work in Rome 
that week. I told him that our chapel would be full to over- 
flowing to hear him. 

The next day, August 8th, Dr. Tipple telephoned to Bishop 
William Burt at Zurich that I was in Lucerne, and the good 
Bishop replied that he would come to see me. Accordingly 
two days later we all met at dinner in Dr. Tipple’s residence— 
the Bishop and Mrs. Burt and Miss Burt, who is the principal 
of the splendid school for girls in Rome; Miss Maynard, a 
teacher in that school, and Dr. and Mrs. Tipple and their three 
beautiful children. 

At a delightful conference of several hours when we discussed 
the religious conditions in Europe, on which Bishop Burt is the 
highest authority, having an experience of a quarter of a cen- 
tury of religious leadership, eighteen years of which were passed 
in Rome, where he established great Protestant institutions—we 
gave thanks to Almighty God for all that had been accomplished 
in the name of our Lord Jesus Christ and the bright outlook for 
the future. Such an interview with those great workers in the 
cause of Christ in Catholic countries was well worth the time, 
trouble and expense of a trip to Europe. It was providential, for 
there was no probability that I could have met them together any- 
where else in Europe. Bishop Burt had completed the visitation 
of the Annual Conferences of his Church in Italy, France, Ger- 
many, Denmark, Norway, Finland and other countries, and Dr. 
Tipple had come from Rome to Lucerne for pastoral work dur- 
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ing the summer months, when so many American and English 
people visit that beautiful city nestling beneath mounts Pilatus 
and Rigi.

The proposed demonstrations of the Roman Catholics of the Bis- 
cayan Provinces and the vigorous steps taken by the government 


to prevent this massing of 100,000 fanatics in San Sebastian were 


the most sensational events in Europe during the last week of 


July and the first ten days of August. This was written a1 


sent off to America on August 12. The King of Spain showed 
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his sympathy with the liberal programme of the government by 
going to Englaxd with his Queen to visit his Protestant mother- 
in-law for a month, thus leaving Premier Canalejas a free hand 
to deal a most deathly blow to Roman Catholicism. As if to give 
emphasis to his position on the question he stopped at Paris and 
had an interview with the President of the Republic and M. 
Briand, the author of the Separation Law that has made France 
free from Rome rule. The anger and resentment of the fanatical 
Roman Catholics in Spain could be seen in this extract from one 
of their leading papers, the Gazette of the North: 

“The Pope suffers from the cruelty with which he is treated by 
the Spanish Government. He is afflicted. His heart is filled 
with grief, he weeps. The support of the faithful has dried his 
tears; the Catholics of Bilbao have given the Sovereign Pontiff 
a day of happiness. . 


“The Biscayans will have heroes if heroes are needed; they 


will be martyrs, if the cause of religion should require the sacri- 
fice ; they will offer the life of their children who above all things 
are Catholics ; they will die as good Catholics there in San Sebas- 
tian where the defense of their religion demands their presence. 
‘All for religion and for Pope Pius X! Forward! Let us fight 
and die!’ That is our word of command; to fight to save our 
faith; to die to show that we are Christians; to die for Christ, 
to save Christianity from an impious persecution; to die to save 
the Church from a sectarian slavery, as the Saviour died to re- 
deem us and to save all those who follow His teaching.” 

Notwithstanding this call to arms and to martyrdom the Bis- 
cayans did not go to demonstrate at San Sebastian one hundred 
thousand strong. The measures taken by the government were 
ample to prevent any demonstration. It is ever a true lesson of 
history that whenever Protestants and free men are true to their 
faith and principles the Roman Catholics will retreat and sur- 
render.

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The Unification of Italy 
By Rev. Epwarp WHITTER CASWELL, 
(Concluded from Tue Convertep Catuotic for April.) 
At a great public meeting, held at the Academy of Music in this 


city, January 12, 1871, to celebrate the above important event, at 
which General Dix presided, the following words from John G, 


Whittier, the poet, were read: 


It is a great thing that the redemption of Rome has been 
effected so easily and bloodlessly. The despotism of a thou- 
sand years fell at a touch in noiseless rottenness. The 
people of Rome, fifty to one, cast their ballots of condemna- 
tion, like so many shovels full of earth, upon its grave. The 
withdrawal of the temporal power of the Pope will prove a 
blessing to the Catholic Church, as well as to the

world. 
A century hence, it will have as few apologists as the In- 
quisition or the Massacre of St. Bartholomew. ‘Alleleuia, for 
the Lord God Omnipotent reigneth! He hath avenged the 
blood of His servants.’ ” 

Oliver Wendell Holmes wrote: “That the 


Italian States may be united in one 


of the 
harmonious whole, and 
their capital become the seat of an empire, wider 
beneficent than that of the Czsars, is the hope and prayer of 
all who reverence the record of past achievements, and be- 
lieve in the promise of an ever-expanding future.” 

Dr. J. G. Holland, the author, wrote from Springfield, 


Mass., concluding his letter as follows: “And now, if Italy 
S ¢ 


could only know that her safety depends entirely upon the 


1 


universal education of her people—outside of priestly pre- 


scription and authority—and that, if she gives a share of her 
power to the Church, in any way, she will give away her 
birthright and her nationality; if she could only know this, 
as we in America see it and know it, and strike boldly for 
the good that lies before her and shake off the spiritual 
despotism whose natural results are, and always have been, 
ignorance, pauperism and brigandage, we could find no 
words for our rejoicing, and no limits to the progress we 
could feel at liberty to prophesy for her.” 

William D. Howells wrote from Cambridge, Mass.: “The 
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liberation of Italy is a fact that all real Americans will cele- 
brate with patriotic fervor, since the citizen of every free 
country loves Italy next to his own land, and feels her pros- 
perous fortune to be to the advantage of civilization. Her unity 
finally accomplished through the fall of the temporal power 
of the Pope, is a spectacle of which we shall more and more 
discern the grandeur and significance.” 

Henry James, of Cambridge, Mass., expressed himself as 
follows: “It is clear that no man has a Divine right to any- 
thing he does not possess, or anything he has ever lost. For, 
surely, if his right were Divine, in either case, the Divine 
power would never prove unwilling nor unable both to 
gratify his cupidity and obviate his disappointment. And 
nothing, on the whole, can be so unbecoming to the claimant 
of a Divine right, and so utterly fatal to his respect among 
sensible men, as idly to shriek over the inevitable, or to 
spend his days in feebly blaspheming the benignant Provi- 
dence by whose irresistible might all proud things are being 
so rapidly abased and all humble things exalted.” 

The next extract is from Professor Roswell D. Hitchcock, 
Union Theological Seminary. “In Rome, under the old em- 
pire, eighteen hundred years ago, and for more than two 
hundred vears thereafter, the Christian Church asked only to 
be let alone. All she wanted was full liberty of speech and 
full liberty of worship. Such liberty is not merely possible 
in Rome to-day, but is expressly guaranteed by the Italian 
Government, and we shout her welcome to the great family 
of Christian States.” 

Professor Frederick H. Hedge, of Harvard University 
wrote: “On July 13, 1870, the dogma of Papal infallibility 
was proclaimed, and on the 15th a war began, which, by 
taking from Rome the support of French bayonets, permitted 
the entrance of the Italian patriots and consummated the 
Papal catastrophe. Within two months of the time of his as- 
suming the prerogative of God, the deluded old man, like an- 
other Nebuchadnezzar, was deprived of his throne. We wel- 
come the reappearing star of Italian Unity, which vanished 
with Theodoric, and now emerges at last from its more than 
millennial eclipse.”

George William Curtis wrote: “But the event is more 
than Italian. The peaceful overthrow of the political Papacy 
by a Roman Catholic people is the sign of a significant 
change in the view held by many in that communion of the 
relation between Church and State. It is the harbinger of 
that better day of which Cavour dreamed, when every church 
shall be a free church in a free state, by the security of re- 
ligious freedom to every citizen. Italy, long dear to the 
scholar, the poet and the artist, becomes precious to every 
man who believes in human progress, as she takes her place 
in the great procession of nations, which move, united and 
victorious, toward more perfect liberty.” 

Rev. Samuel Osgood thus concluded a long letter: “Italy 
and America have stood in history together for nearly four 
centuries, since one Italian opened this Continent to Europe 
and another Italian.gave it a name. America is likely to re- 
turn the service and give to Italy liberty of conscience and 
free Rome from the bondage of ages.” 


Rev. O. B. Frothingham expressed himself as follows: 
“Pagan Rome struggled hard and not unsuccessfully to se- 


cure and perpetuate uniformity of speech, usage, legislation 
and privilege. It could collect all the gods beneath one dome 
if it could not blend all worshippers in one confession. But 
the unity thus created is purely external. For centuries, 
Papal Rome has been the symbol of spiritual unity, but this 
was as artificial as the other. It was the unity of sheep in 
the fold, of fagots in a bundle—unity in church life, not 
unity in human life. It was the unity of tradition, not the 
unity of man. It maintained itself by foreign powers. The 
withdrawal of the French troops showed that its enclosing 
walls had no foundation; that its enclosing bond was a rope 
of sand.” 

Rev. E. E. Hale, of Boston, wrote: “As a student of 
church history, | remember many saints who deserve that 
name and received it from the Roman Church, who were 
bishops of Rome and thus, in the hierarchy of that Church, 
became the fathers of the faithful. But, since the bishops 
of Rome have been perplexed by the petty administration 
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of political power, I do not remember any of their number 
whom the Church of Rome to-day would care to canonize. 
This failure of the political Pope to come up to the Church’s 
own standard of purity, illustrates the danger of entangling 
one of her spiritual servants with the annoying responsi- 
bilities of temporal command.” 

Professor Benjamin N. Martin, of the New York Uni- 
versity, says: “In this sentiment the American heart sym- 
pathizes with whatever people rises to throw off the yoke of 
an oppressive government—with Poland, with Crete, with 
Spain, with Cuba. It responds to the cry of ‘Ireland for the 
Irish, and it cannot understand why those who utter that 
shout with such apparent enthusiasm, should stand dumb 
when they hear the answering cry of ‘Italy for the Italian,’

them out of the domain of bigotry and persecution; which 
has emancipated thought and conscience, and which is lead- 
ing us all on to that glorious consummation when the equal 
and sacred manhood of every child of the Universal Father 
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shall be the one pervading, inspiring, organizing truth of 
the political and social life—the frontal truth of all your 
States; the redeeming truth of all your churches. * * *

May the sun shine bright when Victor Emmanuel 
enters the gates of Rome, amid the peals of cannon and the 
joyous acclamations of the people on that joyful day. ‘Vio- 
lence shall no more be heard in thy land; wasting or de- 
struction within thy borders. ‘Thou shalt call thy walls salva- 
tion and thy gates praise.’”’
